Thanks for the time you took for expLanatlons in your letter of the 4th* I also 
appreciate your effort to speed it up by special delivery* That had the effect of slowing 
it down because the local post office said year’s did not put enough postage onf ^esides, 
there is no special delivery on rural routes t so don't waste this kind of noney in an 
effort to be considerate* Jt doesn^t work. 

We have had to get a modem copying machine. After you have compiled your index of 

your tapes if you’d like we can make the extra copies you want to mall to others for you. 

If you have to pay commercial costs for this we* 11 be glad to save them for you. All you 
need do is send us a clean copy end we’ll send you back the number of extra copies you 
want. You say you want them fox me and about 10 others. Our machine will repeat that 
many times. More* up to 20. If I can get a college kid to collate them we can do that, 

too Otherwise I’ll send them uncollated. We can neither of us bend enough to use the floor 

any more and there is no other available surface here. 

We’ll be glad to save you tide cost and glad to help others receive the index* 

I have received nothing from the **ouse comlttea, They did receive much, from me to 
begin with* Including a box of records others do not have. That they did not begin with 
more was their election, not mine* I offered more* 

I hope your faith in them is not at some future point cause of pain to you* There 
will have to be a radical change in them for this not to be probable* 

You are absolutely correct in the importance of clippings, even if they report 
what Is not truthful* The untruth in itself can be important, now and in the future. 

I wish I bad time to mount mine. In preparation for the Ray evidentiary hearing I 
waa able to get those I had on the King assassination mounted* *t was an accident. There 
was a firl at a local college who was living with a photographer who had some heat- 
processing method* So they did these clippings all on letter-siaed paper and I gave 
thorn to lint ^s&r, who had the greater need. 

This also gets me to something I f d like to suggest to you for t|© future. Your 
collection of tapes is historically important. They should find a home in a university. 

I have arranged for all of my files to be in the bni varsity of Wisconsin system, 
under the control of a fine person, a fin© historian and a man who knows much about this 

subject. Ha is Prof. David Wren© at the Stevens ^oiut branch. That branch also has a 

comciuni cations school, with the facilities that go with it, including duplicating facilities. 
I do not know how rabidly then can duplicate tapes. I know they can duplicate them, audio 
and video. They provide both kinds of tapes to the entire educational system of the state 
and for broadcast uses in the public systems. 

^bia subject Is never going to die. There should be a respectably, scholarly repository 

available to all- So for tye future or if they can be duplicated earlier I strongly urge 

you to consider adding your extensive records to this- Jim ^ear is a graduate of the 
law school at ^^adlson, the only law school in that system, I believe* His elgal records 
axe also going to Wisconsin- So under any measure this will be the largest unofficial 
archives* When you add to this the kind of people who will run it I hope you can see 
the advantage of having your records there.
